A Splendid Sight from the Boxes and Seats— 
Down the Center in Line. 

At 10 o’clock the seats rising at the rear of 
the great dancing floor were filled with the 
private soldiers of society. Tier above tier 
they were brilliant with the gay uniforms of 
those who march under the banner of Vanity 
Fair. Seen from the gallery of the musicians 
at the other end of the splendid room it was 
like a terrace bauked with the riotous 
blossoms of midsummer. Jewels flashed 
under the electric lights like dewdrops in the 
sun.

Next behind them 
were Potter Palmer 4nd Mrs. Watson Blair, 
Heading the other column were N. K. Fair- 
bank and Mrs. George L. Dunlap, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Orson Smith.

forward against the gorgeous bank of color 
which faced them. Under the flashing tights 
gems gleamed with myriad hues. Gowns of 
palest green swept close behind those of rich- 
est crimson. 

The proud black velvet of the dowager made 
a background for the soft white and rose of 
the débutante. All the colors of the spec- 
trum bloomed and blossomed in the long 1m- 
perious line. In and out of the column 
moved the black line of men like the dark 
edge of a thunder cloud showing above a rain- 
bow.

Senate Adjourns Without Action, 


The Senate did practically nothing today. 
An attempt was made by the more radical 
members to force a recognition by the House, 
but it failed. All the morning and a portion 
of the afternoon were spent in awaiting a 
report. from the committee appointed 
to inquire into the organization of 
the two Houses. That committee was 
at work all day. At 3 o’clock 
the Populist Senators, impatient at the long 
delay, voted in caucus to discharge the com- 
mittee. A recess had been taken to permit 
the holding of the caucus. . When the Senate 
reassembled a motion was made to discharge 
the com mittee and recognize the Populists by 
accepting a formal resolution to that effect. 
The motion aroused animated discussion. 
Dur the debate the news came from 
the House that the three Democrats of 
that body had joined the Republic- 
ans. The effect was to cause the 
Senators to proceed slowly. All the Repub- 
lican Senators opposed a discharge of the 
committee, and Senators Dillard ana O'Brien, 
tne Democrats, sided with the Republicans. 
Pending the discussion, Leedy, Populist, of 
Coffey County, moved adjournment — to- 
morrow, which carried. Thus the resolution 
recognizing the Populist Low House cannot 
come up before tomorrow, 


Senate to Recognize the Populist House, 


At a caucus of Populists the Senators to- 
night agreed that when the Senate recon- 
venes at 9:80 a. m. the House Investigation 
committee will be discharged and that the 
Populist House will be recognized, Gov.

SUIT TO GET AT ASSETS,

Unsatisfied Judgment in Favor of H. B. 
Claflin & Co. of New York. 

The firm of H. B. Claflin & Co. of New York 
is plaintiff in a $20,000 suit for debt begun in 
the Circuit Court yesterday. The defendants 
are J. A. Solomon, M. N. Rosenthal, and A. 
Cohen. 

A few years ago there was a large dry goods 
house in Waco, Tex., known as Lessing, Solo- 
mon & Rosenthal. The defendants, together 
with R. Lessing, composed the firm. About 
two years ago the concern failed for nearly 

500,000. A short time before the failure the 
plaintiff paid into the Credit Lyonais Fran- 
cais of Paris and the Bank of Liverpool $14,- 
000 for the defendants. 

Shortly after the failure this claim was re- 
duced to judgment by H. B. Clafin & Co. at 
Waco, Tex. The judgment was never satis- 
fied and the suit is brought to get at assets 
which the defendants are supposed to have in 
this city. A short time ago the plaintiff 
learned that two of the defendants, Roseuthal 
and Solomon, were living in Chicago. 

The peculiar thing about it, said Attor- 
ney Isaac Meyer, who represents Claflin & 
Co., is that Rosenthal and Solomon seem to 
be living in luxury. The former resides at 
No, 353 South Ashland boulevard in an ele- 
gantly furnished home, and Solomon boards 
at the Worth Hotel on Washington boulevard.

HELD TO THE CRIMINAL COURT. 


Five Boys and a Man Charged with Com- 
plicity in Many Burglaries 

The sequel to the raid made by Detectives 
Root and Kiligallon of the Maxwell Street 
Station a few days ago upon the cigar store 
and pool-room of William J. Lloyd on West 
Harrison street came but in Justice Eber- 
hardt’s court yesterday morning. Thomas 
Walsh, Frank O’Brien, James Lonagan, 
James Conway, and Sherman O’Brien, the 
five boys captured at the time of the raid, 
were arraigned on seven eharges of burglary. 
They pleaded guilty and were held to the 
Criminal Court in $800 bonds on each charge. 
Lioyd was then brought up to face fourteen 
charges—seven of accessory to burglary and 
seyen for receiving stolen property. He 
pleaded not guilty. 

The principal witnesses against him were 
the five boys. Acting on the advice of their 
attorney they gave an account of their deal- 


‘ings with the prisoner and stated that he had 


not only toid them where to commit the bur- 
glaries but had even shown them how to cut 


out a small door panel. 

In his defense Lioyd claimed that at the 
time he had bought the $3.000 worth of stolen 
property, which was recovered, he did not 
know it was stolen. Justice Eberhardt held 
him to the Criminal Court in $1,000 bonds on 


each charge. 
HE USED THE FIRM’S MONEY, 


W. O. Robb, Charged with Embezzlement, 
Sent to Jail in Default of Bond. 

W. O. Robb, who was charged with embez- 
zlement and who was arrested at Winfield, 
Kas., and brought bock here, was arraigned 
before Justice Scully yesterday afternoon.

E WAS IT ONLY A HOAX? 


BELIEF THAT HILL AND OROKER. 


ARE SHAMMING ANGER, 


Friends Think the Sachem 
Took This Means of Getting Out of His 
Position of Hostility to the President- 
Elect— Neither of the Bosses Will Dis- 
cuss the Matter—Hill Returns to Wash- 
ington and Croker Meets Cockran—Union 
League’s New Officers, 

New York, Jam 12.—([Special.]—The city 
almost rang today with the question, “How 
serious is the breach between Hill ana 
Croker?”’ 

The men who have been laughing at Mr. 
Cleveland and his friends in their effort to 
prevent the election of Edward Murphy Jr. 
to the Senate suddenly became grave when 
they realised that there might be danger of 
even such a “ splendid machine” as Mr, Hill’s 
going to pieces, 

Senator Hill spent half the day in gloomy 

solitude at the Hotel Normandie, where he 

stopped on his way from Albany to Washing- 
ton. No one of note saw the man who prior 
to tho Chicago convention was courted and 
followed by party leaders all over the coun- 
try. He had his stereotyped answer for all 
queries as to the rupture between himself and 
the Tammany leader: “ I decline to say any- 
thing on the subject. Mr. Hill went to 

Washington on the noon train to resume his 

Senatorial duties. 

Richard Croker was back at Tammany Hall 
today. He refused to say anything about the 
reported difference with Hill. Occasionally 
he smiled at his questioner’s persistence, and 
when reminded that he had remarked that 


Senator Hill had no business in Albany, but 


should be in Washington, said that some 
things said sometimes were not intended for 
publication. 

Friends of Mr, Cleveland were saying today 
that the reported breach between Hill and 
Croker was a make-believe quarrel, They 
said they had information even before the 
caucus that something would occur which 
would permit Mr. Croker in a measure to get 
out of the position of hostility to the Presi- 
dent-elect in which his advocacy of Murphy 
had placed him. If Mr. Cleveland believes 
this it is likely to make Tammany’s peace a 
difficult one to negotiate. 

But, on the other hand, it is not now abso- 
lutely clear that Mr. Croker voted against the 
Murphy resolution at the meeting of the 


Electors. It is known that he was o i to 
the scheme and em Er * 
the action which Hill was so anxious should be 
taken, in order to make peace with Cleveland 
impossible. Yet, Mr. Croker said today to 
friends that he voted for the resolution. 

Congressman Bourke Cockran caine to the 
city today to look over the peace prospects 
and see if Mr. Cleveland and Tammany could 
still be friends. His train got stuck in a snow- 
drift in Maryland, and Mr. Cockran did not 
reach tke city until 6 o’clock. He had ex- 
pected to arrive in time to see Mr. Cleveland 
at his law office in the Mills Building, but the 
engagement, had to be declared off by wire. 

Mr. Cockran went direct to the Hoffman 
House. Here he found Mr. Croker waitin 
forhim. He greeted the one man who ha 
stood between him and the United States 
Ser.atorship with cordiality, which showed 
that there was no resentment. Police Com- 
missioner James J. Martin and Attorney 
Edward Clark joined Mr. Cockran and Mr. 
Croker and the four dined together. 

Regarding the “unpleasantness” between 
Hill and Croker it is related that the feeling 
between them has hot been cordial for a long 
time. They have been kept together by the 
cohesive power of mutual interests.

Mr. Depew in the gourse of his remarks 
said: 

Tonight closes the seventh year of my service as 
President of the Union League club. At the close 
of the twenty-sixth year of its existence this or- 
ganization isthe strongest political force, in a 
certain sense, in the United States and one of the 
best social clubs in the worid. The object of its 
creation was to save the Union, the purpose of its 
continued existence is to serve the best interests 
of the Nation, 

The free public school is the bulwark of the 
American Republic. We therefore demand the 
unqualified maintenance of the public school sys- 
tem and its support by equal taxation. We are 
opposed to all sectarian appropriations, and we 
denounce as a crime against liberty and republic- 
an institutions any project for asectarian diver- 
sion or perversion of the school fund of the State. 

To the question of the regulation of the liquor 
traffic our Committee on Political Reform gave 
the closest attention and the most thorough ex- 
amination. Its . became the judgment of 
the club, repeatedly reaffirmod, that under condi- 
tions as they existed in the State of New York 
high license is the proper solution of the problem. 

fe were the pioneers for ballot reform. In 
season and out of season the Union League 
formulated its resolutions and published its 
views upon the necessity of giving to the citizens 
a ballot so guarded and so clear that the most ig- 
norant voter could not be misled in the expres- 
sion of his judgment. That the result was a 
travesty upon our efforts and upon the true prin- 
ciples of the exercise of the electoral franchise is 
due to a monstrous perversion of the admirable 
828 for which the movement was inaugu- 
rated. 

In 1889 the Union League cordially seconded 
the pan-American movement and emphasized the 
national interest in Crongress by giving to the 
delegates a reception. At the head of the delega- 
tion was the great Secretary of State, James G. 
Biaine, and in this hall were gathered all that 
were most eminent in the civil and military de- 
partments of our government, 

Eighteen hundred and ninety will remain a 
marked year in the history of the Union League. 
In that year, after many meetings, by an over- 
whelming vote a resolution was adopted. that 
this club asserts that only Republicans should be 
admitted to its membership.“ 

The year just closed found the club, as always, 
in the front of tne political battle. It mourns the 
result, but for its efforts and its exertions it has 
no regrets.

ROBABLE WRANGLE OVER COMPUL- 
SORY EDUCATION. 

Tune Edwards compulsory education law 
will be repealed with practical unanimity. 
There will not be the same harmony when the 
attempt is made to replace it with a statute 
less free from the defects which mar the 


majority and have complete control of leg- 
islation, are divided on the question, and the 
Republicans are not united. Some of the 
former are opposed to doing anything. The 
senior Democratic organ, speaking for them, 
says that the full duty of the State is done 
when it provides the means of education ” 
and that compulsory laws were never born 
of Democratic administration.“ The Demo- 
crates whose views are kere set forth carry to 
an extreme the doctrine that there shall be no 
interference with the rights of parents, even 
when the latter exercise them wrongfully. 

Other Democrats, Gov. Altgeld being among 
them, are in favor of the passage of a law that 
every person who has charge of a child be- 
tween the ages of 7 and 14 shall cause it to at- 
tend for sixteen weeks a year some school, 
public or private, wherein are taught the 
branches ordinarily taught in the public and 
private schools of this State.” A number of 
the Republican members of the Legislature 
are known to be in favor of a jaw thus worded. 

Senator Berry has drafted a bill which it is 
stated he wishes to get the Republicans to 
agree on as a party measure which provides 
for a school attendance of twenty weeks per 
year, and also says thatif a child attends a 
private school it must be one where instruc- 
tion is given “in the branches of learning 
commonly taught in the public schools, in- 
cluding reading and writing in the English 
language. The question is whether it is wise 
for the Republicans to make a party measure 
of that bill. 

Two years ago when this matter was before 
the Senate it was claimed by a number of 
German Lutheran’ who appeared before the 
Committee on Education that there was not 
one of their schools in the State where reading 
and writing were not taught in the English 
language. That assertion, which has been 
made on many other occasions, passed uncon- 
tradicted. Thereupon*some Republican Sen- 
ators took the ground that as it appeared that 
reading and writing were taught in English in 
all the German Lutheran schools, there could 
be no objection to putting in the law a clause 
requiring it. Others, who were in the minor- 
ity, asked what was the use of inserting an un- 
necessary provision which would be resented 
byfthe Lutherans as the assertion of ‘a right 
on the part of the State to manage ‘private 
schools. The majority overruled the minority. 

If, as seems to be the case, there are no 
private or parochial schools in Illinois where 
reading and writing are not taught in English, 
it is proper to ask what can be gained by at- 
tempting to insert an unnecessary provision 
m the law. If such a provision is not merely 
useless, but also distasteful to a large element 
in the community, it may be asked wherein 18 
the political commgn sense of it? What has 
the Republican party to gain by making such 
a provision a party measure? The Democrats 
would no doubt be pleased if they could per- 
petuate that feeling of irritation with the Re- 
publican party which lost the latter so many 
German Lutheran votes in 1890 and 1892. 
They will seize on any pretext to endeavor to 
persuade the latter that the Republicans are only 
awaiting an opportunity to attempt the regu- 
lation of parochial schools. Consequently the 
Republican members of the Legislature 
should look before they leap and be careful 
not to commit themselves to a line of policy 
which may have injurious consequences. They 
should indorse no bill which conflicts with the 
Republican platform adopted at Springfield 
last year. It must not be forgotten that no 
matter what kind of compulsory education bill 
passes, no other language than English can 
be used in the public schools. They are gov- 
erned by the general school law.

BANK NOTES WITHOUT BOND SECURITY: 

Another column of this issue contains an 
abstract of an address delivered last evening 
by Mr. Horace White before the American 
Academy of Political and Social Science at 
its meeting in Philadelphia. The subject was 
„National and State Banks,“ and the desiga 
was to outline a plan for continuing the na- 
tional bank note system without bond secur- 
ity, that rendering it unnecessary to authorize 
State bank issues. The speaker noted that be- 
fore the war there were good banks and bad 
ones, and described at some length the prin- 
cipal features of the systems adopted by Indi- 
ana, Ohio, Louisiana, Massachusetta, New 
York, and Western States, particularly IIli- 
pois. He characterized the free banking law 
of Wisconsin as perhaps the worst of all, but 
said that Indiana did not fare much better, as 
out of ninety-four free banks in that State 
fifty-one had suspended even before the panic 
of 1857 struck the country. But banking 
made itself known to the great mass of the 
community only through failed bank notes. 
One failed bank of small caliber would make 
more impression on the public mind than a 
dozen others which never closed their doors. 
So the legislative mind, which generally fol- 
lows the public mind, became exclusively 
fixed on security for bank notes to the neglect 
of all other branches of the business.”’ 

Mr. White believes that the first requisite of 
any bank note system is the security of the 
note holder, but he considers note-issuing 
against deposited securities to be wrong in 
principle, because it uses up the bank’s capi- 
tal in procuring its notes, whereas it ought to 
have this capital free at the outset for the dis- 
count of commercial paper. Deposited secu- 
rities did not save note holders from loss be- 
fore the war, while carefu! and intelligent sys- 
tems of bankinglike those of Louisiana, Mas- 
sachusetts, and the State banks of Indiana 
and Ohio did protect them fully. The note- 
issuing feature of the national bank system is 
moribund already, the only securities fit for 
its purpose being in rapid course of disappear- 
ance. But the banking feature will not die. 
It is so interwoven with the business of the 
country that it must necessarily stand for an 
indefinitely long period, with or without note 
issues. The system is beneficial and approved 
by business interests, apart from the note-is- 
suing feature. And this for the reason that 
the. public has more confidence in the ma- 
chinery of governmental oversight and en- 
forcement of law under the national system 
than under State systems, and this they will 
continue to have, even though some State sys- 
tems are better. It is easy to know and under- 
stand a law that operates all over the Union, 
but to undertake to learn and keep track of 
the banking laws and decisions of forty-four 
States and four Territories is a heavy task. 
As we actually have uniformity of law on the 
subject of banking we had better keep 1t. 

Note-issuing is, however, a vastly desirable 
part of banking, being a device for saving 
both labor and capital. We may assume that 
it willsooner or later supplant the present 
costly method of supplying a currency by 
means of silver bullion. It may be preserved 
and even improved by slightly changing the 
present law so as to lodge in the Treasury out 
of the present tax on bank notes asafety fund, 
letting the government continue to be re- 
sponsible for the notes and retain a first-class 
lien on the assets of failed banks and on the 
liabilities of shareholders. The required 
magnitude of such safety tund could be as- 
certained from known statistics, and the sur- 
plus over that might be covered into the 
Treasury for revenue purposes. Mr. White 
does not believe that such a change in the 
law would serve as an incentive to deliberate 
swindling, since no one can be supposed will- 
ing deliberately to risk 100 per cent of his 
own capitalin order to have the chance of 
cheating to the extent of 90 percent. But if 
the worst comes to the worst Congress is al- 
ways at hand to make needed amendments to 
the law, and something must be done. We 
ought not to stand shivering over the ap- 
proaching wreck of the national bank note sys- 
tem.“ The safety fund principle is not a new 
one in our history. It was adopted in New 
York as long ago as 1829, ana its success since 
then is perhaps the most pregnant fact in 
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of deadlock. If any members , 
gether it would be taken as evidence that the 
third man had sold out his party, and the be- 
lief probably would be justifiable. When a 
working majority of a non-partisan board is 
secured it rests generally on a spoils basis. 
To return to the board system is to take a 
backward step in municipal government. 
Boards have been fully tried here. and else- 
where and discarded. The present system of 
managing the police force has its defects, but 
they ans not as dangerous as the defects 
which would reappear if the force were turned 
over to a board which would be shiftless, ex- 
travagant, and irresponsible. 


THE WAR ON FADS IN THE SCHOUL 
BOARD. 

The School Board at its special meeting 
Wednesday evening failed to reach the long de- 
layed salary list owing to the fact that a spirit- 
ed controversy arose on fad studies, which 
after all lie at the bottom of the salary list. 
The conspicuous leaders in the opening skir- 
mish on the “mud order” were Mr. Trude 
and Miss Burt, and for once at least the for- 
mer found a foeman worthy of his steel, If 
the present belligerent relations of the two 
continue it may be said safely that the future 
proceedings of the Board of Education will 
not be wanting in interest and picturesqueness 
and that ite customary monotonous routine 
will be enlivened in an exceedingly breezy 
manner. . 

The tilt began over a report from the Com- 
mittee on Drawing ordering fifty barrels ‘of 
clay, or mud, as Mr. Trude would put it, 
from Ohio at the rate of $2.80 per barrel, for 
modeling purposes. Upon its face it is com- 
paratively a meek and innocent little fad, but 
it was an entering wedge preparing the way 
for a long train of them, and the enemies of 
the fads, led by Mr. Trude, at onée began the 


work of knocking it on the head. There are 


about $140,000 worth of these fads every year, 
which of itself is justification for the on- 
slaught on the mud barrels.” So long as 
there are any considerable number of chil- 
dren in Chicago deprived of -their right to a 
free Gay’s schooling, and so long as money 
spent for fads is money taken away from the 
rudiments, they will be justified. There is 
room for congratulation, therefore, that in 
spite of Miss Burt’s resolute resistance Mr. 
Trude succeeded in getting the report recom- 
mitted to the Committee on Drawing. In the 
present temper of the people the committee 
will do well to squelch its order for the clay 
and any similar orders it may hate on hand, 
and the board will do equally well to abandon 
fancy studies, or, if they are continued, pro- 
vide that those who take them shall pay for 
them, instead of saddling the burden upon the 
taxpayers who do not want their children to 
study them. 

So far as the report of the Committee on 
‘School Management in reference to salaries is 
concerned, Tuz Trisuns already has com- 
mented upon it and has advised its rejection 
because of its defective and unsatisfactory 
character, The report should be recommitted 
and the whole subject matter referred to a se- 
lect committee. The School Management 
committee has proved itself incompetent to 
deal with the subject. The report as it stands 
provides excessive salaries for the fad 
teachers and the teachers of foreign lan- 
guages. It provides large salaries also for 
useless Supervisors and unnecessary Superin- 
tendents and Assistant Superintendents, while 
it completely ignores the just and proper 
claims of the most useful instructors of the 
schools, the head assistants’ and the primary 
grade teachers, A new report should make 
no provision for the teaching or the attempt 
at teaching physical culture; mud pie making, 
and such like ridicdious branches. If the 
Board of Education should ignore the public 
demand in this respect it will be the duty of 
the Common Council, which appropriates 
some money for school purposes, to cut out 
of the estimates the items for fad subjects 
and the salaries for the ornamental, supernu- 
merary, and special teachers. The Council 
has the power to do that. It can make an 
itemized appropriation which will meet all the 
circumstances of the case. It is to be hoped, 
however, that there are enough sensible men 
on the School Board to prevent the necessity 
for appeal to the Council. It depends on the 
action of the board whether this appeal shall 
be made. 


THE CAUTIOUS MR. STEVENSON. 

After tbe Illinois Electors had cast their 
votes for Cleveland and Stevenson they called 
on the latter, who was at Springfield, and had 
a little talk with him. Inthe course of the 
conversation Mr. Stevenson said that— —_ 

He was satisfied that the National convention did 
a wise and proper thing when it voted for the 
strong resolution on the question of the tariff. It 
at once stamped tbe representatives of the party 


were practically subscribed at home”—that 
is, outside of the British Isles. If this were 
taken out, the total would be reduced to $310,- 


000,000. The Colonial dnd Indian Govern- . 


ments are on the list for about $38,- 
000,000, and Canada and Victoria for 
$10,000,000 each. English corporations ap- 
plied for nearly $26,000,000, and colomal 
and foreign corporations for a total 
exceeding $12,000,000. These include loans to 
cities such as Manchester, Melbourne, and 
Montreal. The total for trust companies has 
shrunk to $12,000,000, and for brewery com- 
panies to about half that amount. The Zeono- 
mist notes the extreme difficulty met with by 
promoters in effecting further investments in 


those directions, and perhaps this phase of 


the account may be regarded as a healthy 
one, for there can be no question that the pro- 
moting business was overdone. Its leading 
feature, so far as indicated by the English in- 


dustrial investments in this country, is the 


paying of a big profit to the promoters and 
organizers out of an enormous inflation of the 
capital stock. 


THE UNJUST CONDITION SHOULD BE RE- 
PEALED. 

The Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette wants 
the efforts which are making to induce Con- 
gress to repeal the Sunday-closing proviso of 
the bili passed by it at the last session to 
cease. It says: 

The fact that the directors of the World's Fair, 
after signing an agreement to comply with the 
condition under which they are to receive $2.500,- 
000 from the National Treasury, have already 
broken faith with the Nation and are engaged in 
the disreputable business of dragooning Congress 
into stultifying itself and disgracing the country 
in the eyes of the civilized world should put an 
end to this miserable business. 

What “dragooning” has been done has 
been on the part of Congress? The Exposi- 
tion is a national one, and it was the duty of 
Congress, representing the National Govern- 
ment, to give liberally toward the Fair, coup- 
ling its gift with no condition except that the 
money should be honestly and wisely ex- 
pended, Instead of acting thus Congress 
tried to do indirectly what it cannot do di- 
rectly. That is, it endeavored to interfere with 
the police powers of a State and a city, in 
order that one set of persons, holding certain 
religious views about the manner of observing 
Sunday, might be enabled to force others who 
do not share their views to observe Sunday in 
a manner pleasing to the former but unaccept- 
able to the latter, Congress attempted to 
meddle with a religious question which it 
should not have touched. It should no more 
attempt to say how Sunday shall be observed 
in Illinois or Chicago than in Canada—to say 
that the Fair should be closed Sunday than 
that it shall be closed Saturday.

Four voted “No” and eight 
refused to vote, and among the latter was Boss 
Croker, who owns New York City, Tammany, 
the Democratic party, Dave Hill, Grover 
Cleveland, and all the appurtenances there- 
unto belonging. Not content with refusing to 
vote, Mr. Croker, in tones loud enough for 
Senator Hill to hear, declarea: “ That man 
has got no business here. He ought to be in 
Washington attending to his duties as United 
States Senator.“ And thus Senator Hill, 
like Grover Cleveland, was rebyked for med- 
diing with a matter that was none of his 
business. In this unexpected phase of the 
situation the New York World has little com- 
fort for any one.

If this plan, or something hike it, be 
adopted there will be no need for State bank 
notes, since every facility that a State could 
grant for the issue of a sound and safe cur- 
rency would be granted by the National Gov- 
ernment. 


A POLICE BOARD IS NOT WANTED. 

One of the Senators from this county is 
anxious to make the Chicago police furce non- 
partisan, and as a means to that desirable end 
is going to submit a bill providing fur a non- 
partisan board of four Commissioners, the 
first batch to be appointed by the Judges of 
the Circuit Court and their successors to be 
elected by popular vote in 1897, No more 
than two members of the board, whether ap- 
pointed or elected, are to be taken from one 
political party. It is asserted that such a 
board thus evenly divided might not do much 
in the way of reform, but would give a fair 
and conservative administration. 

This city had a Police Board once, elected 
first by the voters of the city and then by 
those of the county. It was not non-partisan, 
oneor the other political party—generally 
the Republican—having control. It existed 
long enough to give those Chicagoans who 
were here twenty or more years ago a very 
clear idea of the defects of board government. 
it cannot be said that the old Police and Fire 
Commissioners were at any time very of- 
fensively partisan. Their besetting sin was 
inefficiency, and they practically wound up 
their inglorious career by letting the city burn 
up. A board two of the members of which 
were firm Democrats and two were stiff Re- 
publicans, elected by popular suffrage, would 
be even more inefficient and inert than the 
old partisan board. The one which it is pro- 


posed to create would be in a perpetual state 


that protection was un:onstitutional and a rob- 
bery—a yearly robbery of the consumers, ac- 
cording to Senator Mills, of more than a bill- 
ion and a quarter. If the National convention 
did a wise and proper thing when it adopted 
that resolution, is Mr. Stevenson of the opinion 
that a Democratic ad min ietratzon would do a 
“ wise and proper thing by passing laws in 
accordance with the principle of the platform?

If he believes that the next Congress should 
carry out the promises of the platform then 
he must be in favor of that Congress meeting 
in March instead of November and of its pro- 
ceeding straightway with the great work of 
tariff reform. Ifso, he would have said as 
much to the Electors. He would have said 
that the representatives of his party in Con- 
gress and the White House ought to have the 
same honest convictions” and the same 
“courage to express them shown by the rep- 
resentatives in the National convention. As 
he did not say a word the presumption is that 
he is one of those Democrats who think that 
their party should do no more than express opin- 
ions, as it might cause serious trouble were it 
to act on them. Mr. Stevenson would give 
pleasure to the mass of those who elected him 
by showing more courage and less caution and 
by demanding the immediate fulfillment of the 
pledges of the platform. 


BRITISH INVESTMENTS. 

The London Economist gives $405,000,000 as 
the aggregate of new capital applications in 
Great Britain for the year 1892. This is the 
smallest total in any year since 1885, when it 
was only $390,000,000, and less than half the 
$947,000,000 for 1889, wnich was the year of 
maximum development in that direction. The 
1889 ratio was nearly maintained for the first 
nine months of 1890, Then the Barings’ col- 
lapse and the cunsequent money pressure 
caused adecrease of $68,000,000 for the last 
quarter of that year against $240,000.000 for 
the corresponding time in 1889. This brought 
down the aggregate for 1890 to $713,000,000, 
That of 1891 dwindled to $523,000,000, ana a 
further decrease of more than 20 per cent oc- 
curred last year, 

In reality the total for 1892 should be stated 
at much less than $405,000,000, though we have 
no means of ascertaining how the proper re- 
duction would compare with the previous rec- 
ord if that were similariy treated. Of the 
new capital applications no less than $115,000,-

The expectation of the 
author is that people will look through this 
mass of matter and when they see the name of 
a maa not entitled to a pension they will 
notify the department, Nothing of the kind 
would happen. Unless actuated by personal ill- 
will men will not play the part of informers. 
In country districts every one knows who is 
getting a pension, but although there are in- 
finite instances where neighbors know that a 
pension has been obtained under false pre- 
tenses they keep their mouths shut. They say 
to themselves that it is not their business, that 
the government must protect itself, and that 
it would be mean to tell on the fellow. 

In cities nobody knows or cares who gets a 
pension and nobcdy would consult the pro- 
posed book, the cost of which would be about 
a hundred thousand dollars, which it would 
take a year to prepare, and which would not 
be accurate when issued. A similar publica- 
tion was sent out yéars ago and was found to 
be of value onlyto pension attorneys, If 
fraudulent pensioners are to be removed from 
the rolls it will have to be done as the result 
of the thorough investigations of the officers 
of the government. It is time for them to 
begin.

Nuw Tonx, Jan. 12.— [Special. I— The wind 
that brought the fine snow from the north 
and east blew the ice out of the two rivers to- 
day into the bay. There it lay, a great wide 
strip, from Jersey to Long Island. The ferry- 
boats that broke through the barrier had to 
nose around to find a weak spot and then 
bunt at it till steam power cracked the floes 
and set the cakes of ice sliding past each 
other. 

All transportation between Staten Island 
and New York was suspended early in the 
day. 

The slips on the Long Island side were so 
blocked. with ice that travel was impossible, 
Thirty-ninth street terry was also stopped for 
the same reason. The fact that these ferries 
were stopped caused the West End railroad to 
suspend operations. The pilotboat James 
Gordon Bennett was caught in the ice off Sea- 
bright, N. J., and had to be deserted by its 
crew. Late tonight the Bennett was lying on 
its side headed north, the sea breaking over 
it. A part of its bulwarks were washed away, 
and the latest indications were that it would 
prove a total wreck. :

NATIONAL BUILDING AND LOAN 
REPRESENTATIVES MEET. 


They Desire the State Authorities to 
Adopt a 3 Inspection Meas- 
ure and a ittee Dresses Down the 
Rough Draft of a Bill Prepared at a 
Meeting in Bloomington—The Associa- 
tion Tenders a Banquet to Vice-Presi. 
dent-Elect Stevenson, Who Is Absent,

.terday morning to take final action on a draft 


of a bill to be brought before the General A8 
sembly at an early day. 

It was an adjourned meeting, the former 
meeting havmg been held at Bloomington, 
Dec. 2.

The purpose of the meeting was to formu- 
late a building and loan law which will be up 
to the requirements of the day and which will 
provide for a State inspection which will ac- 
tually inspect. 

There is a provision in the present State 
law for inspection, but locals and nationals 
unite in condemning it as useless and inop- 
erative. It provides for the annual inspec- 
tion of the financial standing of buildmg 
societies, but it does not vest the State 
authorities with sufficient power to act 
promptly in case associations are found prac- 
tically insolvent. It gives the State Auditor 
a sort of advisory. supervision over the so- 
cieties operating in the State. 

The main body of the proposed act does 
not differ materially from that in force at 
present as regards the formation of associa- 
tions and tneir operation. Its feature is the 
supervision clause which is as follows: 

Every building, loan, and homestead associa- 
tion incorporated in or doing business within this 
State shall, within sixty days after the close of 
each fiscal year of such association, file with the 
Auditor of Public Accounts of the State of Illinois 
a statement of its affairs. ua statement shall 
be verified by the oath of the Secretary and book- 
keeper of said association or by the oaths of three 
directors of said association and its kkecper, 
and sball contain the following information: 

First—The date when the association was in- 
corporated and the par value of cach share of 


stock. 
Second—The number of shares sold during the 


year. 

Third—The number of shares canceled and 
withdrawn during the year. 

Fourth—The number of shares in force at the 
end of the year. 

Fifth—A statement of receipts and disburse- 
ments during the year. 

Sixth—A statement of assets and liabilities at 
the end of the year. * 

Such association shall pay to said Auditor $ on 
filing such report. 

If any officer, director, agent, or bookkeeper of 
any building and loan association subject to the 
provisions of this act shall willfully fail to fur- 
nish the report required in this act, such person 
or persons shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than $10 and not more than inthe discretion 
of the court. If there be no such officer, director, 
bookkeeper. or agent of such association subject 
to the provisions of this act, then the said asso- 
ciation shall be fined $25 per day for every day of 
such delay in filing the reports. 

It shall be the duty of the Auditor of Public 
Accounts of this State, on or before June 30, 1894, 
and once in each year thereafter to examine or 
cause to be examined, fully and completely, the 
affairs of every building and loan association in- 
corporated in and doing business in this State, 
and to ascertain whether such associations are 
complying with the laws in allrespects. Said 
Auditor shail have tbe right at any tame to ex- 
amine any and all books, reco papers, 
or documents of such associauons, either 
in person or by his duly appointed 
deputy. Any association, person, or officer 
employé, or agent of such association who shall 
obstruct or retard said Auditor or his deputy in 
the performance of said duties, or who shall fail 
or refuse to exhibit the books, papers, docu- 
ments, and records of the said assuciation when 
demanded by him or his deputy, or who shall pur- 
posely absent himself from his office or from the 
State while the said examination is in progress, 
or who shall by apy meang wilfully hinder 
or omer the examination aforesaid, or 
who shall refase to give any information in 
his possession when deman the said 
Auditor or bis deputy, shall bedeemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor and shall. a fine 
of not less than $10 and not mord than | or by 
confinement in the County Jail not less than 
thirty days nor more than one year, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment in the discretion of 
the court. The fee for annual examination to be 
paid by such association in this State shall be $3 
per thousand shares in force at the time of exam- 
ination: Provided, that no such fee shali be less 
than $10 nor more than $100, 

If it shall appear from any examination re- 
quired in this act that any association is violat- 
ing any law of this State, or that it is conducting 
business in an unsafe manner, the said Auditor 
sball, by an order under his hand seal of of- 
fice add to such association, point out to it 
wherein it 1s violating the law and shall com- 
mand conformity thereto, If such association 
shall for thirty days therea fail or refuse to 
comply with the law, or whenever it shall ap- 
pear to said Auditor that it is unsafe for 
said assosiation to continue business, he shall 
communicate the facts in writing tothe Attorney- 
General, who shall thereupon be authorized to in- 
stitute such proceeding against such association 
as may be necessary in the premises, The convic- 
tion of any officer of any association of a violation 
of law shall vacate his said office without further 
proceedings, and the Board of Directors of such 
association shall forthwith fili the same. 

Ine national association men of this State 
have decided not to ask for any measure in- 
tended to shut out foreign business. 

Missouri, Wisconsin, New York, Ohio, and 
anumber of other States have adopted laws 
which bar out all foreign associations. To 
impress the national associations which 
have their main offices in these States and iu 
States which contemplate such laws a retali- 
wr? clause has been provided, and is as fol- 
lows : 


When by the laws of any other State, Territory, 
or nation any taxes, fines, penalties, licenses, fees, 
deposits of money or securities, or other obliga- 
tions, or prohibitions, inhibitions, and restric- 
tions are imposed on building and loan associa- 
tions of this State, doing business in such other 
State, Territory, or nation, or upon their agents 
therein, so long as such laws continue in force 
the same penalties, restrictions, obligations, an 
prohibitions of whatever kind shall imposed 
upon all building and loan associations of such 
other State, Territory, or nation, doing iness 
in this State, and upon their agents here, 

The meeting was in session for four hours

PURCHASE STOCK-YARDS IN CINCINNATI. 


John Cudahy and Others Secure Control of 
a Plant There. 

John Cudahy and a number of Cincinnati 
capitalists and wholesale butchers have pur- 
chased the Farmers’ and Drovers’ Stock- 
Yards .of that city. Improvements and 
changes in the property are to be made 
which, to some extent, will revolutionize the 
way in which the meat trade is bemg now car- 
ried on in Cincinnati. 

Mr. Cudahy was seen last night, but refused 
to make the purchase price public. He ac- 
knowledged that the deal had been consum- 
mated within the last three days and that 
changes will be inaugurated in the near fut- 
ure. In speaking of the new enterprise he 
said: 

„Some two months ago a few Cincinnati 
men came up here and asked me to interest 
myself with them in the deal. ihe Farmers’ 
and Drovers’ Stock-Yards now does about 33 
per cent of the business in that city. It is the 
direct competitor of the old yards, which I 
think are known as the Union Stock-Yards. 
Several prominent wholesale butchers who 
have been supply.ng their customers direct 
have offered to take stock in the company. 
We propose to build a large abattoir and 
a pork-house. The former will be fitted 
with refrigerating-rooms and the wholesalers 
will abandon their present warehouses and 
furnish their trade direct from the abattoir. 
The new building’ and machinery will cost 
$600,000. The new company will be capital- 
ized for about $1,000,000 or $1,250,000. I leave 
for Cincacnati Saturday to perfect my plans.“ 

Mr. Cudahy is enthusiastic about the enter- 
prise and thinks it will be a success. The 
trade of the new yards, according to his state- 
ment, will be considerably increased. 

Cincinnati, O., Jau. 12.—[Special. ]—Cud- 
ahy today closed a deal for the Farmers’ and 
Drovers’ Stock-Yards, The present owners 
will retain one-third interest. This gives Chi- 
cago parties a large part of the business here, 
the only competitor being the Cincinnati 
Stock- Yards.

With a Surplus. 


At the beginning of the administration in 1891 
there was à deficit in the general fund of the 
State.

Against 
this showing there is a surplus in the general 
fund today. Jan. 1, $312,939.79 was 
the magnificent sum to the credit of 
the general fund of the State, with no 
unpaid warrants outstanding. Of this surplus 
but $95,466.10 came from the direct war tax re- 
funded to the State in 1891 by the United States 
Government. Thereis therefore an actual bal- 
ance to the credit of careful and wise economy of 
$226,971.24. In addition to this, by the improve- 
ment in methods, the interest on State funds de- 
posited in banks has during last two years 
added $53,410.11 to the income of the State with- 
out cost or loss of a dollar as a result of such 
method of temporary loans. 
Taxes Should Be Paid at the Same Time, 


Six of the counties in the State now pay the 
amount of the State tax charged to them on or 
before the second 1 July. while all the 
other counties pay on or before the first Monday 
in February. This tends to make confusion and 
causes much annoyance, and [ would recommend 
that the law be so amended that all such taxes 
shall be payable at the same time. 

The Australian ballot law has now been in op- 
eration in this State at two general elections 
and it has more than met the ex tions of 
its framers. While deprecating too frequent and 
radical changes in this important law there are 
points for further improvement in extending its

Subterfuges have been resorted to 
to increase the amount, but these have 
been decided by the Supreme Court to be uncon- 
stitutional. I would therefore recommend the 
submission to the. ＋ of an amendment to the 
Constitution which shall 1 a proper salary 
for this must important officer.

Protect the Forests. 


The principal value of our public lands consists 
in their tamber. The fact that these lands are a 
part of our public school endowment makes their 
protection of vital ,importance. To this end I 
recommend that the unauthorized cutting of 
timber upon State | be made a criminai of- 
tense, regardless of the intention of the tres- 


passer. 

Statistics show that Wisconsin occupies an 
eviabie position in the list of States as regards 
healthfulness, yet a reasonable fear is expressed 
by the State Board of Health that cholera may 
invade this country during the current year. 
Every precaution should be taken against it. To 
this end a contingent fund should be provided to 
be used under suitable restrictions. ch a fund 
has on three occasions created in our State, 
but fortunately has not been needed, and in each 
case has rev to the State. 


Liability of Railroads. 


The question of the liability of railway compa- 
nies for injuries sustained by their employés 
while in the discharge of their duties through the 
negligence of coemployés is worthy of the most 
careful consideration. Those who are employed 
in running or operating locomotives or cars and 
are constantly exposed to danger, not only to the 
hazards incident to the employment from ¢are- 
lessness or negligence of fellow-workmen, are en- 
titled to the fullest protection consistent with a 
due regard for the rights and interests of em- 
ployés as well as employers. 

l earnestiy recommend this important subject 
to your consideration, hope a law will be 
enacted that will meet the just demands of this 
very large special class 6f workmen.

TO INVESTIGATE THE RAILROADS. 


Minnesota Legislator Wants Extortions ia 
Wheat Transportation Examined. 

Sr. Patt, Minn., Jan. 12.—[ Special.] The 
Senate today adopted Mr. Sevatson’s resola- 
tion calling for an investigating committee of 
five to look into the matter of alleged short- 
ages, stealings, and extortions of the railroads 
in the transportation of wheat and the proper 
and equitable distribution uf cars. In the dis- 
cussion Senator Leavitt charged the State 
Grain Inspection Bureau with much of the 
burden, claiming that its policy wes to shut 
out private elevators and small shippers. 
Senator Lommen introduced a bill to estab- 
lishing a Court of Railways and Warehouses. 
It provides for a court of three Judges, who 
have judicial power to fix rates on railroads, 

Other bills were: By Senator Davis to 
abolish the condition of fire insurance policies 
by which a certificate as to the fact that a loss 
has occurred 18 required from the nearest 
Justice of the Peace, the idea being that the 
Justice, through malice or ignorance, might 
refusy the certificate; by nator Glader, 
compelling railroad companies to build sub- 
stantial platforms for the unloading of ma- 
chinery and heavy freight at all stations. 

In the House what will prove one of the 
most important bills of the session was intro- 
duced by Mr. Vansant. Its object is to regu- 
late the sale and redemption of transportation 
tickets of common -carriers, requiring that 
such common carriers shall be required to 
take license from the Secretary of State, and 
fixing regulations for the enforcement of 
license regulations and making the license 
non-transferable and placing certain restric- 
tions and regulations upon the sale and use of 
such tickets. The bill is a complete knock- 
out to the ticket scalpers.

| OONVENTION TO URGE BUILDING OF 
a A SHIP CANAL MEETS, 


Is Called by the Duluth Chamber of 
Commerce, but Every Commercial body 
in the North and Northwest Is Inter- 
ested—Organization Effected—One Mem- 
ber Says Such a Canal Would Increase 
Prices to the Producers in the North- 
west—General News of Washington. 
Wasuinctron, D. C., Jan. 12.—The conven- 
tion of representatives of commercial bodies 
and lake interests of the country called by the 
Duluth Chamber of Commerce to organize a

__ Imgton Hotel. It was called to order by S. A. 
Thompson, Secretary of the Duluth Chamber 
of Commerce. There were between 75 and 
100 gentiemen present, representing States 
and commercial bodies from those portions of 
the country most deeply interested. 

The call for the convention recites: 

It has long been recognized that it would be for 
the greatest advantage, commercially, to have a 
deep water ship canal connecting the at 
lakes and the Atlantic, and that from a military 
point of view it is of the utmost importance that 
this connection should be made through American 
territory, but no decisive action looking to the 
construction of such a canal has ever been taken. 
During thé last year, however, public attention 
has been sharply drawn to the matter by the con- 
troversy between the governments of the United 
States and the Dominion of Canada over the die- 
criminating tolls levied by the latter upon Ameri- 
can commerce passing through the Weiland 
Canal and the passage of theso-called retaliauon

; ceding from a position which is 
manifestly in violation of treaty stipulation, the 
Dominion Government is hastening by every 
means in its power the enlargement of the St. 
Lawrence Canals and the construction of a 
Canadian canal at the Sault, with the evident 
intention of presently 3 the Welland and 
St. Lawrence Canals to American commerce 
either directly or by the imposition of prohibitive 
tolls. The people of the United States are thus 
brought face to face with the fact that within 
five . at most the merchant ships ot Canada. 
And British men- of-war as well. will have an open 
way between the ocean andthe lakes. while the 
Erie Canal, with but six feet of water, will con- 
stitute the only waterway between Lakes Erie 
and Ontario, or between the great lakes and the 
sea, for both the commerce and the navy that 
sails beneath our flag.

WILLING TO DOUBLE THE BEER TAX. 


However, There Is Not Likely Soon to Be 
Any Change in Internal Revenue Laws. 
Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 12.—[Special. |— 

Chicago brewers will be interested to know 

that the scheme to double the tax on fer- 

mented liquors is taking shape. The plan is 
to have separate bills introduced covering dis- 
tilled spirits, fermfented liquors, and manu- 
factured tobacco. Then the Ways and Meats 
committee is to be asked to consolidate them 
into one general measure for raising revenue. 

The philanthropic whisky trust, im order to 

get even 10 cents a gallon put on distilled 

spirits, is willing to double the tax on beer and 
to increase it on, manufactured tobacco two 
cents a pound. 

_ Yesterday Mr. Robinson of Pennsylvania 

introduced in the House a bill increasing from 

$1 to $2 per barrel the internal revenue tax on 
fermented liquors. Last year’s production 

Was something over 31,000,000 barrels, so that 

by doubling the tax between $30,000,000 and 

$81,000,000 increase would be insured. Those 
who are back of the scheme would com- 

Promise on $1.50 a barrel, which would give 

about $16,000,000 additional revenue. They 

Claim that beer could stand it, particularly 

since so many of the American breweries are 

now owned by English syndicates. They 
hold that the retail price would not be in- 
creased. 


No one supposes that the brewers would 
Consent to this increase.

GENERAL NEWS OF WASHINGTON. 


Halford's Nomination to Be Sent to the 
Senate Today. . 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 12.—[Special.}—The 
nomination of Private Secretary Halford to be 
Major and Paymaster United States Army will 
be sent to the Sentate tomorrow.

Chicago-St. Louis Electric Road. 7

President May Suspend Consular Sealing. 

The President is still giving close attention to 
the subject of freights brought over the Canadian 
Pacitic railroad. o new points were discov- 
ered today, viz:—That the original law specified 
that the Consular seal system was to be applied 
to freights which were the prodacts of contigu- 
ous foreign countries only, and that by the Cana- 
dian law United States Consular otlicers guilty of 
fraud in the United States revenues are not 
amenable to arrest as long as they remain in Can- 
ada. These two new points are considered im- 
portant as giving the President the power. if he 
chooses to efercise it, of suspending the operation 
of the Consular seal system without any action 
by Congress. 

Will Enforce Quarantine Regulations. 

Secretary Foster has called the attention of the 
Collector ef Customs at New York toa circular 
issued by the Allan and State lines of steamers at 
Glasgow, Scotland, in which they say that all 
classes of passengers may be booked for the 
United States by their lines without restriction, 
and the rates. including stecrage passage, are 
ziven. The collector is directed to be governed 
strictly by the circular of Nov. 16, which pre- 
scribes a’ twenty days’ quarantine for steerage 
immigrants. 

May Greatly Reduce Gold Exports. 

Mr. Leroy. Director of the Mint, has received a 
cablegram from Paris stat that the Bank of 
France is disbursing gold heavily. Itis believed 
at the Treasury Department that this will have 
the effect sensibly to reduce the expert of gold 
from the United States. The Bank of France, it 
is stated, has $300,000,000 of gold in its vaults, the 
accumulation of years.

A Plan for One Afoot to Untangle the 
Chief Justiceship Snarl, 
‘’Miravavkex, WR, Jan. 12.— [Special ]—A 
plan to call a general State bar convention in 
place of the con vention that has been called for 
Jan. 26 to take action in the Supreme Judge- 
ship matter is under consideration. It is not 
proposed to change the date, but simply to 
make it a convention of the entire Wisconsin 
bar, without fixing any particular basis of 
representation. It is thought by a good many 
lawyers, both in Milwaukee and elsewhere, 
that some arrangement can be made that will 
be satisfactory to the friends of both Judge 
Marshall and Judge Webb, and a committee, 
of which Gen. Winkler 1s Chairman, is corre- 
sponding on the subject with supporters of 

both candidates. 

Sixty Italians who have been working in the 
neighborhood of Salem, Kenosha County, for 
the contractors who are building the Waukesha 
pipe line have quit work and are in a state of 
revolt against the paymaster and Supt. Shepp, 
who has charge of the work. George Rossey, 
the boss of the crew, says that when the men 
went to Salem they were all quartered in one 
house, which it was agreed they should occupy 
without charge.

AND STATE INSTITUTIONS, 


In an Address Before the American Acad- 
emy of Political and Social Science at 
Philadelphia He Unfolds the Details of 
a Plan for Continuing the United States 
National Bank Note System Without 
Bond Security—Objections Met and An- 
swered—The Safety Fund Principle, 


PRILaDb RITA. Pa., Jan. 12.—[ Special. 
Horace White, editor of the New York Hven- 
ing Post, lectured this evening before the 
American Academy of Political and Social 
Science on the subject of National and State 


Banks.“ 

Mr. White sketched the origin and growth 
of the national banking system recomme nded 
to Congress by Secretary Chase in his first 
annual report, December, 1861. The tax on 
circulation of State banks did not go into 
effect till fifteen months after the close of the 
war, so that it did not aid the struggle for 
maintaining the Union. The constitutionality 
of the tax had been called in question, but the 
thing had been done, and it was a question if 
we were required on sentimental or ethical 
grounds to undo what was done by the last 
generation, even at the risk of producing 
chaos, The sin of inflicting a bad currency 
upon the ple was the deadliest a govern- 
ment could commit, so it became a duty to 
look at the possible consequences before 
answering the question, 

The lecturer sketched at considerable length 
the operation and character of State banking 
law in Indiana, Ohio, Louisiana, Massachu- 
setts, New York, Wisconsin, and Hiinois, and 
showed that there had been gond as well as 
bad banking under it, But the bad features 
were wretched ones, in fact and consequence. 
The Western free banks for the most part 
went down in 1857 and again in 1861, and their 
notes felleven lower than their securities, 
The whole thing turned out to be a mere 
scheme to enable speculators to sell bonds to 
the public and continue to draw the interest 
themselves. If the wildcat and reddog notes 
had not been issued the produce of the West 
would have found its way to market just the 
same, and been paid for with good money 
which would have found its way into the pock- 
ets of the producers. Nor was money a whit 
more plentiful than before the government 
began the putting ef some $400,000,000 in sil- 
ver notes in circulation, If not a single silver 
note had been issued nor an ounce of silver 
bought the products of the country would 
have been sold all the same, and in the 
absence of silverand silver notes we would 
have had gold and gold notes. The talk about 
there not being gold enough was not tenable. 
The ability of this country to draw gold from 
the world’s stock exceeded that of Russia and 
Hungary combined, If the people of this 
country wanted more gold they could get it, 
and the lecturer doubted if anything else than 
the repeal of the present silver law would be 
needed to get it. There was abundance of 
room in this country for the progress which 
cunsista. in the repealing of bad laws. Con- 
tinuing, Mr. White said in substance: 


The Banking Principle. 


The State Bank of Indiana, the Louisiana and 
the Massachusetts Banks were based upon what 
is known to economists asthe banking princi- 
ple, the opposite, or counterpart. of which is 
called the “currency principle.“ The banking 

iple affirms that all trade is barter, that men 
swap their and services directly, and 
without the use of money, if they could, but that 
since they cannot (owing to the complexity of 
human atfairs), any machine which will do this 
swapping is a saving and a gain to mankind, 

The banking principle is the true one in theory. 
It is a labor-saving and capital-saving machine at 
the same time. It does for the lesser transactions 
of comm what the bill of exchange and the 
clearing-héuse do for the , Agened ones, and in the 
same way substantially. it enables trade to be 

trriedon to any extent within the limits of a 
single nation bya series of offsets. It is barter 

uced to science. If there were no 

elements, it would gradually root out 
supersede every other kind of apparatus for 
performing the exchanges of mankind, It would 
do this in the same way and for the same reason 
that a superior tool crowds out and supersedes an 
inferior one—as the friction match, for example, 
superseded the flint and tinderbox. But there 
are disturbing elements. Bad and dishonest man- 
agement of banks may be minimized, but cannot 
be prevented altogether. The currency principle 
here has its raison d'étre. It says that the first 
requisite of any bank-note system is the security 
vf the noteholder, and that everything else should 
be subordinated to that. 

I agree to that proposition. Any system which 
does not make the notebolders secure is con- 
demned at the start. But we have seen that the 
issue of notes against 1 securities did not 
save the noteholders from loss before the war, 
while careful and intelligent systems of banking 
like those of Louisiana. Massachusetts, and the 
State banks of Indiana and Ohio did protect 
them fully. I consider note issuing against de- 

ited securities errunevous in principle, because 
it uses up the bank’s capital in procuring its 
notes, whereas it ought to have this capital free 
at the outset for the discount of commercial pa- 


per. 
Banking on Securities Cannot Sarvive. 


I think that the system of note issuing on depos- 
ited securities is destined to perish. Not only is 
it erroneous in that it absorbs the bank’s capital 
before its doors are opened for business, but the 
only securities fit to be used for this purpose are 
rapidly disappearing and will soon be gone. The 
note-issuine feature of the national bank system 
is moribund already. But the banking feature 
will nut die, even if note issuing comes to an end. 
It is so interwoven with the commerce of the coun- 
try that it will stand, and necessarily stand, 
for an indefinitely long period with 
or without note issues. The note 
circulation of the national banks reached its 
maximum of $336,000,000 in December. 1872. At 
that time the number of banks was 1,940, and 
their capital $482,000,000, In September, 1891, the 
circulauon had fallen to $131,000,000, while the 
number of banks had risen to 3.677 and the capi- 
tal to $677,000,000. This proves that the system is 
beneficial and is approved by business interests, 
altogether apart from the pote-issuing feat- 
ure. The reason why is not far to seek. 
The public have more confidence in the 
machinery of goveramental oversight and 
enforcement of law under the national sys 
tom than they have under State systems, and this 
they will continue to have even though some 
State systems are as good or better. lhey know 
that the vational system is uniform, It operates 
in the same way in Washington City and Wash- 
ington State and everywhere between. When 
you know this law and the decisions of the courts 
under it you know all that is necessary. If you 
undertake to learn and keep track of the bank- 
ing laws and decisions of forty-four States and 
four Territories you will find your task a heavy 
one. Aswe actually have uniformity of law on 
the subject of banking we had best keep it. 


How to Preserve the National System, 


Although note-issuing is not a necessary part of 
the business of banking it is a vastly desirable 

art. As has been shown it is a device for saving 
both labor and capital in effecting exchanges 
among men. Hence we may assume that it will 
sooner or later supplant the present costiy method 
of supplying a currency by means of silver bullion. 
I think that the national bank note can be pre- 
served and even improved, without bond se- 
curity, by a slight change in the present lav 


viz. : 

Out of the present tax on bank notes constitute 
a safety fund to lodged in the Treasury, the 
amount of it to be computed by actuaries, taking 
the national bank mortality of the last twenty- 
five years as a basis. After this sum is reached 
let the tax go into the Treasury of the United 
States, as it does now, as a part of the nauonal 
revenue, Let the government continue, as now, 
to be responsible forthe notes, and let it retain, 
as now, a first lien on the assets of failed banks, 
and on the liability of the shareholders. 


The Safety-Fund Principle. 


The safety-fund principle is no new one in our 
history. It was adupted in New York as long ago 
as 1829. Each bank was required by law to pay to 
the State Treasurer % per cent on its capital 
stock until 3 per cent was accumulated. By some 
mistake or accident in framing the law, the safety 
fund was made applicable to the payment of ail 
the debts of failed banks instead of the circulat- 
ing notes only. The preliminary discussion shows 
that the intention was to protect noteholders only. 
If the safety fund had been applicable only to the 
circulating notes, it would have redeemed every 
failed bank-note during the twenty-five years that 
the system lasted. ard Fillmore, who was 
Controller of the State in 1548, gives, in his report 
of that year, the exact figures up to that time. He 
shows that the contributions to the safety fund 
had been $1,876,063 and the notes of the failed 
banks $1,545,558, 1 a surplus of $327,505 as

The question may be asked. What is to be the 
limit to national notes ies ued Poy oe wart

HAD A HARD BATTLE WITH ICE, 


Perilous Trip of a Supply Tug to the Crib— 
Water Supply in No Danger. 

John W. Coghlan, manager of the crib 
system, and Assistant City Engineers W. N. 

Vineyard and D. H. Welch left the city in a 

tug with supplies for the two-mile crib 


Wednesday afternoon and after a hard fight 


against the ice reached the crib about dark. 
Trey were unable to make their way back 
again through the darkness and were com- 
pelled to spend the night at the crib. Yester- 
day morning they looked out from the upper- 
story windows of the crib tower over two 
miles of solid ice, packed in such irregular 
shape that walking was not to be thought of. 
At 12 o’clock they turned the tug’s nose again 
toward the city and begaa beating their way 
through the ice floes. Two hours later they 
entered the river, after an exciting and haz- 
ardous passage. Ihe ice in the lake remains 
yet unbroken and until the wind changes 
communication with the crib may be diffi- 
cult and may be suspended at any 
trme. Under the strong northeast gale 
that prevailed Wednesday the drifting ice in 
the lake was driven against the southwest 
shore. The cakes were frozen solid, and in many 
cases where the pressure was greatest huge 
masses of ice are forced above the lake surface 
to the height of six or eht feet. These cakes 
are eight and ten and sometimes twelve feet 
thick, and presented a mass against which the 
tug was hardly abie to make headway. 

The trip Wednesday afternoon was made to 
deliver supplies and additional men to Capt. 
Dail, who bad just been installed as successor 
to Capt. McKee. The preceding day the reg- 
ular monthly ‘consignment of supplies was 
sent to the four-mile and Lake View tunnels, 
and they are prepared now to stand a long 
siege. 

At the crib everything is clear,“ said Mr. 
Coghlau. We have fifteen men at work and

STREET RAILWAYS WEAK, BREW- 
ERY SECURITIES FIRMER. 


Board of Trade Markets Nervous and Gen- 
erally Easy—Fiuctaations Quite Irreg- 
ular—Pork Off with Lard and Ribs 
Higher—The Volume of Business Large 
in All the Pits—What They Were Do- 
ing in South Water Street — General 
Commercial and Financial News. 


The stock market continues heavy for most of 
the securities, and particularly so for the street 
railway stocks. West Side stock was exceedingly 
dull at the opening. not a sale being made on the 
first call. It was more active in the afternoon. 
The offerings were fairly well taken, but the 
stock closed lower than itopened. The first 
sale was 208%, a decline of % point from Wednes- 
day’s close. It went down to 207% and closed at 
208%. North Side stock was also heavy, selling 
off from 278% to 278. Traders on the floor of the 


point of almost too great unanimity. Nearly 
every one on the floor is talking much lower 
prices, and it is probable that some of the selling 
yesterday was for short account. It is true that 
it is not easy to find much that is bright on the 
bull .side of the market just at present, but if 
every one is to turn bear the usual result may be 
expected of seeing the events show the unani- 
mous opinion of the public to be wrong. 

The talz still hinges mainly on the action of the 
stockholders in giving the directors right to in- 
crease the stock. Many possibilities are 
suggested in the way of methods by which this 
authority can be abused to the decided advantage 
of the stockholders and particularly tothe dis- 
advantage of outside specnlators and to the 
profit of speculating directors. On the other 
hand it is said that the interest which the direct- 
ors have in the property is so large that it is idle 
to think that they will act-any way not to the in- 
terest of tne company. Those whotake the un- 
favorable view of the matter say that no such 
blanket authorization would have been asked for 
unless the directors expected to make use of it in 
a way that would not nave been practicable if the 
consent. of two-thirds of the stockholders had 
to.be obtained each time a new issue was made. 
Objection is also made to the fact that the res- 
lution contains no provision as to the method by 
which the stock must be disposed of. Suggestions 
are made that the stock may be issued to a con- 
struction company in return for a contract to 
make further extensions, or that it might be is- 
sued and sold on the market to the confusion of 
the traders. All of these contingencies are based 
on the idea that the directors will, if they have a 
chance, take some undue advantage of the other 
stockholders, but there are a good many pretty 
shrewd and careful investors who express tbem- 
selves as quite weil sa*isfied to leave the matter 
entirely in Mr. Yerkes’ hands. His management 
so far has made them money, and his interest in 
the properties is larger than ever before, and 
they argue that in the position he now oc- 
eupies he could not afford to act otherwise 
than for their best interests, which would be his 
own best interests, even if be had any inclination 
to do otherwise. Accepting this view of the sit- 
uation so far as the new stock issue is concerned 
there is still not much upon which to base a 
boom in values, The earnings were certainly less 
than were generally expected, and while they 
show perhaps quite as great increases as any one 
ought to wish for the fact remains that the mar- 
bet price of the stock has advanced enormously 
during the time that the earnings he ve advanced 
only moderately. Some of the investors who 
have the greatest confidence in the management 
and in the proper use of the power which has 
been given to it for issuing new stock are still 
inclined to take the view that the market has ad- 
vanced quite far enough, and perhaps it will be 
well to wait awhile and let earnings catch up 
with present quotations. ] 

The only really strong stocks on the list yester- 
day were the breweries, and particularly the Mil- 
waukee common. The common stock advanced 
to 35, and the supply was small. The St. Louis 
beer war continues to rage, but those interested 
in the Chicago properties fail to see any reason 
why the cut prices in St. Louis should interfere 
with the situation here.

At the annual 
meeting of the North Chicago Street rail- 
road company President Yerkes was quite severe 
in his characterization of the folly of attempting 
to build elevated railroads that were obliged to 
cross a swing bridge. He said it was simply im- 
possible to successfully operate such a road. The 
projectors of the Metropolitan think they have 
solved the problem even in oe of an opinion of 
such high authority as Mr, Yerkes. Their pian is 
to run a four-track road down-town from Asu- 
land avenue, and trains will be run from that 
point at express speed, which will land the pas- 
vengers at the down-town terminus four minutes 
after leaving Ashland avenue. It takes 15 or 20 
minutes to get down by street car, at the least 
calculation. The difference between thet time 
and the time that the elevated road will come 
down in is wide enough to leave ample margin 
for any time lost by turning bridges. The block- 
ading of trains on account of a turned bridge 
will be obviated by having a terminus west of the 
river, so that trains can be sent back without 
crossing the river, if they get- congested on ac- 
count of the bridge being swung.
